RELEASED ON PROMISES 


Frank Ryan and John Kane 
Say They Will Be Good and 
They Are Liberated. 


As juvenile burglars, sank Ryan, 
aged 9, and John Kane, aged 11, of East 
St. Louis, have established a _ record. 
Their career, including night foraging 
expeditions and many day.ight thefts, 
was brought to an abrupt halt Monday 
when they were taken into custody. 

Their thefts—all of which the boys 
adfiui. ed to Chief of Police Purdy— 
ranged from toys to jewelry, and from 
pigeons to ponies. Last summer their 
chief feat was stealing dogs and selling 
them to the dogeatchers. ‘The boys say 

is was a financial success. In fact, 
the youths took everything within their 
reach that was not fastened at both 
ends. There was an exception to this 
rule when they took three windows out 
of a vacant house. 

Don’t Like to Go to School. 

Frank Ryan, the youngest, lives with 
his grandmother. His father and moth- 
er are divorced and his mother igs mar- 
ried again. Frank could not get along 
with his stepfather and says he f@it he 
was always in the way at home. He 
S0es to school, but not regularly. 

Johnny Kane lives with his father in 
a building near the warehouse where 
his father works. tie attends St. Eliza- 
beth’s school—but no more regularly 
than he has to. 

The boys got acquainted last winter 
while skating. Since then they have 
been fast friends. Not until last sum- 
mer did they begin their downward ca- 
reer. One day the boys untied a Shet- 
land pony on State street and took 
turns in riding it around a vacant lot. 
When the owner found them, the boys 
ran away. Their first theit was a suc- 
cess, and encouraged them to attempt 
bolder ..uings: 

Steal Windows of House. 

At another time they went through a 
vacant house, took three windows from 
thelr fastenings and carried them away. 

ith the success of their second ven- 
ture they felt it was so easy to take 
things that belonged to others that they 
branched out into taking. property that 
might be turned into money. 

[hey began to caten dogs on the 
Street or in the yards of their own- 
ers. By making a bargain with a dog- 
catcher, the boys sold the dogs to him 
at from 3 to 25 cents. Some days they 
had half a dozen dogs tied in an out- 
of-the-way place when the dog-catcher 
arrived. If they stole a dog wearing a 
collar and license, the boys explained 
that it Was easy to ‘swipe’ the collar 
and sell the dog. Many reports were 

ade to the police about dog collars 
and licénses having been stolen. 

Two weeks ago Frank and John stole 
a goat from a yard at Eighteenth street 
and Bowman avenue. They told Chief 
Purdy they came near getting caught 
that night, for when they led the goat 
from the yard a dog grabbed and killed 
it. The noise attracted the neighbors 
and the boys had to run to escape. 

Readily Admitted Thefts. 

Ihe story of their thefts were told 
to Chief Purdy without a tremor. One 
redeeming feature in their favor was 
that they admitted everything when 
questioned. They did not brag of their 
misdeeds, but seemed to realize they 
had done wrong and wanted to promise 
to do better if given a chance. 

‘‘Please, mister, if you will let me go 
this time, I'll go to school regular and 
you won't have to arrest me no more— 
that’s a cinch,” pleaded Frank Ryan. 

“You bet i won't never take nothin 
more that don’t belong to me, and I'll 
go io school, too, and stay at home iif 
you give me a chance. Say mister, 
can't I go now?’ was Johnny Kane's 
way of pleading for his release. 

Under the’ lllinois juvenile law, boys 
of that age cannot be vrosecuted for 
eriminal. offenses, nor can they legally 
be arrested by a uniformed officer. The 
parents can be proceeded against or 
the boy can be sentenced to the Indus- 
trial School upon proof of habitual 
criminal propensities. 

On the pleadings of the boys and their 
promises to reform, they were released 
Monday afternoon. AS the boys 
giepped through the door of the police 
station and realized they were again 
free, they looked earnestly at Chiel 
Purdy and said: “You won't need to 
bring us here no more, mister, for we re 
goin’ to be good.”

Monarch Expresses Gratitude 
for Americans’ Aid to

LONDON, Feb. 12.—The second session 
of the second Parliament of the present 
reign, which promises to be full of in- 
terest and importance as a consequence

Father Heffernan, in painting his pic- 
ture of ideal womanhood, used as colors 
phrases that were crowded with recog- 
nition of the power of Woman. He 
spoke of it as “far more than that of! 


man’’ and asked his women hearers to 
use their ower for good and teach 
their daughters, ‘“‘the women of the 
future,’’ to do likewise. 

Of divorce he said: ‘‘On the Fourth of 
July we are given to uttering beautiful! 
Sentiments about the Red, Wimte and 
Blue and what it means to see those 
colors waving from the masthead of a 
vessel in a foreign port. We say that 
they insure liberty to all. 

“Bosh! -We of America are slaves.

_“‘Here in Illinois a law was passed by 


the last Legislature making it illegal for 
& marriage to take piace within one 
year after a divorce had been granted. 
Do I have to explain what that means? 
There is much enumeration of the 
causes of diverce. The main cause is 
usually “the other man” or “the other 
woman.”’ 


Roosevelt Eulogy Impressive. 


His words concerning President 


Roosevelt were more than ordinarily 
impressive, spoken as they were from 
a position within the altar rail and di- 
rectly in front of the tabernacle: 

‘I say God bless Theodore Roosevelt," 
Said the priest, looking out on his audi- 
ence. He turned toward the altar and 
repeated the words and then looking 
back at the faces said them slowly 
again.

Murphy, trustee,” with the Mercantile 
Trust Co. 

Attorney John H. Boogher represents 
the plaintiffs. John M. Holmes, -Virgil 
Rule and Bryan & Christie are attor- 
neys for the defendants. 

Attorney Rule said that the 
were owned by the Telephone Devel- 
opment Co., of which Spencer, Sutter 
and Murphy were officers. As the com- 
pany owned the bonds at 80 cents,’ it 
was entirely unnecessary, Mr. Rule 
said, for Murphy, Spencer and Sutter 
to buy them back from the Common- 
wealth Trust Co. for 9 cents.

BRIDGE BORD SUIT 
SET FOR HEARING 


Contentions of Taxpayers’ 
League to Be Heard Sat- 
urday Forenoon. 


The suit of the Taxpayers’ League 
against the city of St. Louis to test the 
validity of the free bridge bonds has 
been set by Judge Kinsey for a hearing 
at 11 o’clock Saturday morning, so that 
an early hearing may be had before the 
Supreme Court. Associate City Coun- 
selor Charles filed an answer to the suit 
Monday denying the plaintiffs’ allega- 
tions and asking that the suit be dis- 
missed. 

The plaintiffs in the suit are Herman 
A. Haeussler and Robert M. Hubbard, 
representing the Taxpayers’ League. 
The defendants are the city 
Louis, Mayor Wells, Comptroller Play- 
er and Treasurer Franciscus. 

The answer of the defendants recites 
that the bonds are to be sold for the 
purpose of erecting a free bridge across 
the Mississippi R'ver. The plaintiffs 
contend that in the issuance of $11,000,- 
000 bonds thé city became indebted for 
an amount exceeding 5 per cent of its 
taxable wealth, in violation of the con- 
stitutional provision. The answer de- 
nies this statement of the plaintiffs. 
The defendants set forth in the an- 
swer a statement that the total indent 
edness on June 12 was $10,270,273.20. The 
$11,000,000 additional would make the to- 
tal amount $21,270,272.30, which is less 
than 5 per cent of the taxable wealth, 
$493,316,845, 5 per cent of which would be 
22,665, 842.25. 

The bonds are to be issued on March 
18. if the court action does not delay 
or prohibit it.

COUNCIL F REPUDIATES DUNNE 


Car Franchises Passed Over 
Mayor’s Veto. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 12.—The City Coun- 
cH last night, 57 to 12, passed over the 
veto of Mayor Dunne the ordinance 
granting 20-year franchises to the pres- 
ent street-railway companies of Chi- 
cago. The ordinances will. become valid 
if ratified by referendum vote at the 
city election in April, thus settling the 
street-railway franchise question which 
has been up for 10 years. The ordin- 
ances were passed a week ago, 53 to 
12. Mayor Dunne vetoed the measures 
because they did not sufficiently provide 
for intmediate municipal ownership. 

Under the ordinances, franchises are. 
to be granted for 20 years to the Chi- 
cago City Railway and the Union Trac- 
tion Co. The companies are to give 
universal transfers, through routes and 
better service for a five-cent fare. The 
lines are to be rehabilitated under the 
direction of the city at a cost of $40,- 
000,000. The city, on six months’ notice, 
may buy the lines for $50,900,000, plus 
the cost of rebuilding. While the com- 
panies operate the lines, they are to 
pay the city 55 per cent of the net in- 
come.

Candidates, Not Parties, to Be 
Represented at Polls, Ac- 
cording to Plan. 


~The Board of Election Commissioners, 
in its report on the November election, 
recommends to Gov. Folk _ several 
changes in the general and primary 
election laws, among them an increase 
of pay for election officers and the es- 
tablishment of schools of instruction 


for election judges, clerks and sheriffs. 
It recommends that they be paid for at- 
tending the sessions of-the school. 

The principal change in the primary 
election law as advocated by the board 

provide that no person on a gen- 
eral or district committee of any po- 
litical party shall be eligible to any 
jublic office either elective or appoint- 
ve during the time he is acting as 
such committeeman or within a year 
thereafter. 

It is also suggested that the primary 
election officers be selected by the 
bo m a list of names supplied it 
by the various candidates insted of by 


-the predominating party organization. 


The candidates thus would have repre- 
‘sentation at the election, which would 
eliminate the party organization from 
conducting the election to suit itself or 
- are of any individual candidate, 

The board recommends that the gen- 
eral election law be so amended as to 
give the board power to rent halls in 
different parts of the city to conduct 
schools for the election officers, and 
that the officers should be paid $1 for

One 
acre of extra heavy apples is averaging 
90 boxes to the tree, and the trees are 
90 feet apart, 110 to the acre; or in 
other words, the vield will be 2200 boxes 
My apples so far have averaged $1 
per box net, and TI expect to get a 
higher price for the later varieties.

Utilitarianism and Poetry. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
Alexander N. De Menil, himself a true 
poet and a man of whom 8St. Louis may 


well be proud, has questioned the ac- 
curacy of Edwin Markham’s statement 
that there was never more “‘study of 
poetry and the drama” than at the pres- 
ent time. According to Dr. De Mepil, 
“Utilitarianism’’ has destroyed poetry. 
It is “20 golden years ago” (in the 
language of the Irish poet, Clarence 
Mangan) since I contributed to a then 
well-known magazine a protest against 
what I dalled ‘Utilitarianism in Litera- 
ture.”” I denounced the love of money, 
which was. withering art and driving 
idealism out of modern life. But I am 
no longer a ‘‘laudafor temporis actil,” 
and this is what Dr. De -Menil seems to 
me to be, in spite of his great talents 
and learning. John Stuart Mill hailed 
the advent of Utilitarianism as a bless- 
ing. But even Mill appreciated the 
genius of Browning. The interest in 
Byron, so bitterly regretted by Dr. De 
Menil. is due to the fact that the author 
of “Childe Harold” and “Don Juan” 
is now antiquated—he is out of touch 
with this restless, many-sided, critical, 
analytic, introspective, daringly experi- 
mental age. ‘‘Childe’s Best Childe,” 
writes Browning, with reference to By- 
ron’s famous apostrophe to the océan, 
and points out that very little fire would 
dry up all tie water on this earth! The 
“study of poetry and the drama” is, in- 
deed, pursued with fierce enthusiasm in 
this age. Witness the inténse interest 
taken in Maeterlinck and in Ibsen—two 
men of enormous poetic genius. “The 
old order changeth, giving way to new;”’ 
but utilitarianism has not killed poetry.

and on October 14, 1906, Comiskey’s White Sox won the greatest honor in 
baseball from the Chicago Cubs. | 

The winning of the world’s championship last vear was the third time 
that Comiskey’s teams landed that honor for him. Besides being the third 

championship won by his teams. it was the seventh time that he has had a 
part in the winning of a league pennant, 

Comiskey’s first world’s championship came:in 1885, the second the fol- 

lowing year, and the third in 1905. The Browns won the pennant in the 
American Association in 1885, 1886, 1857 and in 1888, and-in those four 
Years Comiskey was playing manager. In 1990, the first year of the Ameri- 
can League, the White Sox, with Comiskey acting as bench manager, won the 
flag. In 1901 they captured the pennant for tlie second time, and in 1906 
made it the third time in the American League. 

Comiskey’s old St. Louis Browns played a similar game to that used by 
the present White Sox. The Old Roman taught the game to both teams, 

-and it is only natural that they should play along the same lines. The 
* Browns were not known as hard hitters. but what they lacked in that de- 
partment of the gaine they made up in their fielding, inside baseball, head 
work, tenacity of purpose and team work. All these attributes were found 
in the world’s champion White Sox, who were last in their league in team 
batting and second in team fielding. The Sox never quit and never lost an 
opportunity to turn a mistake of their opponents into runs and victories. 


MEMORIES OF OLD BROWNS REVIVED 
+ The team which defeated the Chicago White Stockings on Oct. 14, 1886, 
for the championship by the score of 4 to 3, in ten innings, was composed ‘of 
_ Comiskey, first base; Robinson, second base; Gleason, shortstop; Arlie Latham, 
third base; Tip O'Neill, left field; Curt Welch, center field; Carruthers, right 
field; Dave Foutz, pitcher, and Bushong, catcher. : 

The victory of the Browns was in the nature of a surprise, as Anson's 
famous “stonewall” infield was considered the greatest in the country, and the 
White Stockings were considered too strong in every department for the men 
from St. Louis. 

- The memorable series swayed back an] forth the same as the great fight 
between the Sox and the Cubs, until the count stood three games apiece. Then 
came the final fight and the great tenth-inning finish of the Browns and the 


| - wnexpected defeat of Anson’s men. 


Comiskey managed to keep the 1886 team together in pretty good shape, 
and the winning combination was not broken until Chris Von der Ahe, the es- 
centric German owner of the Browns, sold Bushong, Carruthers and Foutz to 
Brooklyn for $21,000. This broke up the team, and in 1890 Comiskey jumped 

to the Chicago Brotherhood team. After one disastrous season the Brotherhood 
went to pieces and Comiskey returned to St. Louis under the peace agreement. 

There were only a few good men left on the Browns, but Comiskey finished 
in second place with them, after making a hard fight for the pennant with the 
famous Boston Reds... This was the last season that St. Louis had a first- 
division team until the first vear of the American League, when the new 
Browns finished in second place. 

Anson’s famous team was scomposed of Jorn Clarkson and Mike Kelly, 
the famous $20,000 battery; Capt. Anson, first base; Fred Pfeffer, second 
base; Ed Williamson, shortstop; Tom Burns, third base; Ed Dalrymple, left 
field; George Gore, center field, and Jimmy Ryan, right field. McCormick and 
Baldwin were the extra pitchers and Silver. Flint was the substitute backstop.

Patrons of Stores Will Benefit

The clerks desire annual registration, 
shorter hours and at least two Sundays 
off a month. The proposition to inaugu- 





rate a regular system of pharmaceutical] | 


lectures will also come up. 

“The present system of registration is 
inadequate,’ said E. J. Hellwig, a clerk 
in the Svuthern Hotel Pharmacy. to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Tuesday. “At 
present a drug clerk is registered only 
once. By demanding annual registra- 
iilon the payment of $1 annually by over 
16,000 clerks throughout Missouri will 
give the State Pharmacy Board a large 
fund with which to prosecute imposters 
in the profession. It will also keep out 
many incompetents. 

“Drug clerks have the worst hours on 
earth. At present they serve from 10 to 
15 hours a day and unless their employ- 
ers are humane, they never Know when 
they have any leisure time. Many have 
practically no Sundays off. We 
this matter settled and as we are 
reguiated by any union, the only 
is to have it decided by statute. 

“A course of lectures, or higher educa- 
tion, will prove beneficial to ourselves 
and the public.’’

Assailant, Spurred by Delusion 


: Well Was Poisoned, Took 
: Fancied Revenge, 


Rheinholad Beuchel was found not 
guilty of assault to murder by a jury 
in the Belleville Circult Court in shoot- 
ing Mrs. Barbara Gehler, it being held 
that he was tnsane when the act was 


cormmitted and not responsible’ for it. 
This verdict was returned after delib- 
erating an hour and a half. Judge 
Holder will pass sentence. The only 
punishment he can impose is incarcera- 
tion in one of the Illinois asylums for 
the insane, as the jury held that Beu- 
chel is still unbalanced. 

The »yresent mental condition of Beu- 
chel was the only question involved in 
his trial. He shot Mrs.. Gehler the 
night of Nov. 30 last, near her home 
on South Mill street. The only wit- 
nesses examined were nut on the stand 
by the State. State’s Attorney Tecklen- 
burg admitted that Beuchel was in- 
sane when he shot Mrs. Gehler, and 
the prisoner’s attorneys admitted that 
their ciient had committed the act as 
charged, but contended he had fully re- 
covered from his unbalanced condition. 

Mrs. Barbara Gehler’s 
band was J. von Pommer. She was 
the first witness. called for the State, 
and testified that as she was return- 
ing from a visit with her mother she 
was accosted by Beuchel near the cor- 
ner of South .Mill and West 
streets. She said Beuchel stepped 
to» her and said: 

“Are you Mrs. Pommel?” 

She replied: ‘That was my name, but 

am Mrs. Gehler now.” 

She said Beuchel then asked: ‘‘Have 
you got any more of that nice powder?” 

“I'll show you,’ 
cording to the witness, and fired four 
shots at her, two of which took etf- 
fect. Mrs. Gehler says she screamed 
at the first shot and fell to the side- 
walk. 

In attempting to prove that Beuchel 
was still unbalanced, the State intro- 
duced William Stoltz, a neighbor, who 
testified that on last Saturday Beuchel 
toid him that the poison Von Pommer 
had placed in his well many years ago 
' was still potent and was working on 
him then, causing his limbs to swell, 

At the time of the shooting Beuchel 
‘maintained that Von Pommer, who has 


up 





‘been dead many years, had poisoned his 
‘well, and said Mrs. Gehler was to blame 
for the powders still having their in- 


fluence. 


‘Mrs. Flora Bash, an Invalid, 
Tried to Commit Suicide. 


Because she had been an invalid for 
eight years, and her doctor's bills kept 
her husband continually in debt. Mrs.
